‘WARNING AGAINST 
TO MUCH SUN 


_ A warning too much sun 
bathing is given: by Dr, Norman 
Wrong, in an article in Health Mag 
azine, organ of the Health League of 
Canada. Dr, Wrong, demonstrator in 
dermatology, University of Toronto, 
discusses facts and fallacies about 
the skin, 
The cheif function of the. skin is 
to protect and cover, but “Equally 
_ important, however, are its functions 
of heat regulation, of elimination of 
sweat and of acquainting us with our 
through its sensory 
nerves,’ he declares, 
“The skin is admirably suited to 
_ resist. harmful physical agents such 
-a8 heat, cold drying, wetting abra 
sives and minor violence,” Dr, Wrong 
points out, “If this were not.so, hu 
mans could not live in the tropics, 
the arctic, on the desert anid in the 
water. Fatg‘and oils'can be applied 
to the skin and will Jubricate and 
soften, but are not absorbed, The 
skin can not be, nourished or “fed” 
by rubbing in a cream any more 
than a piece of leather can be “fed” 
by oiling it, Vitamins added to skin 
creams are practically useless in 
their effect,” 

Our skin resists chemicals extreme 
ly'well, according to Dr. Wrong with 
the exception of such rare chemicals 
as mustand gas, It algo resists re- 
markably well the invasion of most 
bacteria. encountered, Pimples and 
boils are purely local skin infections, 
he declares, 

It is dangerous to have too much 
aun, although “our, skin offers fair 
protection against the ultraviolet 
rays of the sun, Tanning is an effort 
on the part of our akin to protect us 
further and, of course, the negro has 
the most protection of all against the 
sun's rays, Sun ‘bathing, in modera- 
tion, ig’ very healthful and undoubt 
edly increases our resistance to in 
fection, and is a sure prevention of 
rickets. However, the vogue for sun- 
bathing is undoubtedly ay harmful 
as moderate gun-bathing is healthful, 
Severe sunburn can make a person 
as ill as a heat burn, and sunstroke 
is not uncommon here,” 

“In Australia,” Dr,.Wrong states, 
“where sun bathing is almost a relig 
jon, the amount of skin cancer is 
greater than anywhere else-in the 
world,” He'concludes; “Fair people 
must use discretion and moderation 
im their sun-bathing.”

More hay is cut too late than too 
early. To obtain high quality hay 
it is very important to cut it at the 
proper stage of maturity, Late cut 
hays, are likely to be less palatable 
and lower in digestible nutrients, . 

It is difficult to state exactly when’ 
to dut hay, but generally speaking 
grasses should be cut in the blossom 
"ing stage clovers in the full bloom 


|; stage and alfalfa when about 1/10 of 


the crop is in bloom, - 

Care in the handling of hay, ‘espec 
jally alfalfa, is important, If cut 
with a mower, allowed to dry in the 
swath’ for a few hours and then put 
into windrows with a side delivery 
rake, the loss of leaves: will be kept 
at a minimum, After curing in the 
windrows, it can be staked. 

“Too long exposure to sun decreases 
the vitman content. of hay, Lying in 
the rain causes considerable loss of 
minerals and food valué, ‘From 1/3 
to 2.8 of the protein, minerals, fats 
and vitamins may be lost by improp- 
er curing of hay which is the main 
reason for cutting hay at the right 
time and handling it in the proper 
manner. -

WHEN TO CUT 
SWEET CLOVER FOR SEED 


Sweet clover seed matures very un 
evenly and as ripened seed shatters 
readily it is never possible to secure 
the entire crop, Generally, the crop 
is -harvested when two-thirds of the 
seed pods have turned brown, A 
calm, dull day is preferred for the 
job and where possible it is advisable 
to take advantage of a heavy due or 
a light shower. Seed cut on the 
green side may have good germina 
tion but well matured seed carries 
more plant feed and is more pleas 
ing to the eye, Moreover, plump 
seed is more readily cleaned, 

Occasionally it is necessary to hast 
en or.delay cutting to avoid cértain 
mixtures in the crop, On the other 
hand, sometimes this can be accom 
plished by leaving a high stubble, 

These and other points, states E, C, 
Stacey, Assistant Superintendent of 
the Beaverlodge Experimental *Sta- 
tion, will be obvious if the stand is 
critically inspected as maturity ap 
proaches, If the stand is clean and 
uniform the decision as to whom to 
cut will be less troublesome than if 
it is weedy or patchy, At best one 
has to be ready to'act promptly and 
once having decided to cut- not to 
regret the inevitable loss from shat 
tered seed, since if the decision is 
wisely made the improvement in the 
crop thus secured will probably more 
than equal the accompanying: loss.

HEAVY WHEAT CROPS OF 
THE PAST 


This is a year of heavy rainfall, | 
Judging by the records of the past! 
this year should see a heavy crop 

Since the year 1898—44 years— in 
twelve years the wheat yield for the 
three Prairie Provinces combined has 
averaged over 20 bushels to the acre 


| all being years with betterthannorm 


al rainfall. 

In only four of these years, how- 
ever, has each of the three Provinces 
énjoyed’ a 20 bushel or better yield 
during the same year, These years 
were 1901, 1905, 1911 and 1915, The. 
highest yield ever recorded for the 
three ‘Prairie Provinces combined 
was in 1915 with an average of 25.9 
bushels to the acre, Next came 1901) 
with 25.1 bushels to the acre and 
1902 again with 21.5 bushels, The 
lightest yield to the acre ever record 
ed by any one province by any one | 
province was by Alberta in 1915 with | 
81,1 bushels to the acre, ‘| 

1916 anid. 1923 would probably haev 
been record years had it not been for 
the rust which took a heavy toll in 
Manitoba and Parts of Saskatchewan 
Since 1935, when, Thatcher was | 
brought into the country—later fol 
lowed by the use of other rust-resist 
ant wheats—losses from rust have 
not been serious, 

Since 1928 the three provinces com 
bined have not produced an average 
yield of 20 bushels to the acre, the 
nearest being 1939 with 19,1 bushels, 

Following factors have tended to 
decrease supply or increase demand: 
Definite redactions in wheat acreage 
are reported from Argentina and 
Australia—Restrictions on the dis- 
tribution of flour havé been relaxed
